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REMARKS 



Applicnnrs express rippreciation to Uio Examiner for the intci-view conducted with 
applicants' rcprcsontaiive, Al the interview, four ucw iiidcpendent claims were proposed as 
rcpbccmenls for iiidq^cndcnt claims I, 12, 24. 35, 45 and 46, which are tlie independent claims 
previously i)cnding under the Office Action.^ As noted in tlie interview summary, "applicant 
proposed now indcpcjuient cloitns to move clearly focus on the viewer's ability to add EPG 

. iiifurivialton during browser mode by adding EPG informtation slicc-by-slice in response to 
vicwci* activated conimands. Tins appears to define over the rejection and the prior art of record 
subject to ftirthcr search and coOw^idcration upon receipt of an oflieial response." 

Accordingly, by this paper the new independent claims as presented and discussed at the 
into-view have been added. Thus independent claims 51 and 52 (with depending claims 53 - 59) 

■ and 61 tind 62 (with depending claims 63 - 72) arc presented for reconsideration. Claims 52 and 
62 arc computer program product claijns that otherwise correspond to the method as claimed in 
indcpondcnl claims 51 and 52, respectively. 

In Ihc Office Aciion the claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as anticipated by 
IJ- S, IMlenl No. 6,577,350 (Prod)! ct al.).^ As notetl and discussed, Proehl ct al teaches that a 
viewer n)ay get lo.sl when switching between programs and EPGs. hence it is desirable to provide 
a way lo visually c<mnect the current progran^ to the EPG displaying an enliy of tho current 
prdgram. Col. 1 lines 32 -- 36. The method disclosed in Proehl et al. provides a visual link 

* belwccn Iho progi-am being viewed and the EPG by performing a zoom which causes the 
program to be nipha-bloidcd behind the program guide (col. 1 lines 50 - 57), as illustrated in fig. 
8. Proehl et aL fuilher discloses that when a viewer desires to view multiple levels of detail of 
tho nPG, the viiwcr zooms out, thus increasing the amount of information in the EPO that is 
viewable.

As noted nt Ihc intci*vicw, Proehl et al. docs not use a browse mode, but rallicr operates 
sin^ply using fall mode, eg, Ihe complete EPCj is operated upon and the amount of iti formation is 
CQnti-ollod simply by zooming in or zooming out on the full EPG, 

fn conlrast. iipplicants claimed niclliod and computer program product define a method 
for display of elcclronic program guide information to a viewer while viewing a television 
pi'ogrnm, wherein the clcelronic program guide information is organized in various slices each 
containing ut Icasl a channel idcnlificr and a program clcmenl for a given time element, and 
whenun the viewer sekclively {htcrmine^s how to expand the program guide ^formation when 
imiudly presented to the viewer m browse mode so as to present additional program guide 
information. M defined in the claims, the method comprises steps for retrieving from an 
electronic program guide at least ajtrst slice of program gitide information, displaying in browse 
mode the retrieved slice in a window that is simultaneously presented for viewing with a 
displayed television program, in response to a viewer'activaied command that is initialed, 
adding one addiiionnl slice of program guide information lo said browse mode window; and the 
viewer selectively continuing to add another additional slice of program gtdde information to 
said browse mode window each timu a viewer-aciivated command is initiated, until a prc-dcflnotl 
number of slices is readied.-^ 

Applicants' claimed method and computer program product arc clearly different from 
Prochl ct al. in the sense that Prochl et aJ, nowhere teaches using individual slices of an liP(i 
which can be selectively added or removed from a browser, as opposed to simply zooming in or 
/,0<>m!ng out on the entire RPG. Thus, as presented herein the independent claims arc neither 
antlcii>alcd nor m;i(le obvious by Prochl ct al. or any other prior art of record, either singly or in 
combination. Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. 



i>u wflepcnd.Mii ebiim 51 iind 52. Iiulcpendcnt cJaims 61 and 62 are similar, except ihal those claims add the 
further steps for addmfi additional thm elements so ilial as additional slices of HPO iiifomiaiion are added to the 
hrowje mode window, tlicy coTTcspoiid Id a particular time elemciiL This permits the viewer to scroll the browse 
mode Window on a time ptnod-by-tiruc period basis.
